Our community must contribute in 
protecting children from all forms 
of labor 



ORANJESTAD - This past 
Sunday the world celebrated 
International Children’s Day. 
This was a very special day on 
which special attention was 
given to our children who are 
the future of all nations. 

Since June 2011, Treaty 
182 which deals with the pro¬ 
hibition and immediate action 
to eliminate all forms of child¬ 
hood labor, is a valid Treaty for 
Aruba as well. As a matter of 
fact Aruba and Holland are the 
only countries in the Dutch 
Kingdom that have embraced 
this Treaty. 

The Dutch Kingdom rati¬ 
fies the Treaties and Aruba re¬ 
quests to have them implemen¬ 


ted for our island as well. 
Aruba currently subscribes to 
33 Labor Treaties of the ILO 
(Intemationla Labor Organiza¬ 
tions). Two of these Treaties 
are directed especially toward 
children. Treaty 138 is one 
which deals with the minimum 
working age (15 years with 
limited exception for 14 
years). Another Treaty is 
Treaty 182 which deals with 
the worst forms of child labor. 

Treaty 182 was presented 
on June 17, 1999 during the 
87th meeting of the ILO at 
Geneva. This Treaty was ac¬ 
corded on the 19th of Novem¬ 
ber 2000. The Dutch Kingdom 
ratified this Treaty on the 14th 


of February 2002 and Aruba 
became part of the process 
ever since June 22nd 2011. 

The 182 Treaty requires us 
to prevent the worst forms of 
child labor, and to provide as¬ 
sistance to pull children from 
the worst forms of labor,to 
mention: protitution, child 
pornography, child slavery and 
forced labor, using children for 
criminal activity and from 
work that interferes with their 
health and well being. Coun¬ 
tries must do whatever it takes 
to prevent children from being 
used for these forms of labor 
and other forms as well. Treaty 
182 is considered one of the 
most cardinal treaties of the 
ILO as it contains fundamental 
norms and human rights. 

Minister Oduber reported 
that there are no figures for 
child labor cases on Aruba. Or, 
for cases of the worst forms of 
labor on Aruba. The Depart¬ 
ment of Labor has preliminary 
information which they have 
received from different go¬ 
vernment organizations and 
from several foundations. 

The information collected 
reveals that there is a general 
lack of knowledge on this mat¬ 
ter and on exactly what should 
be considered child labor. 
Hence the reason for making 
the community more aware of 
what child labor is. Figures are 
important to have...this is es¬ 
pecially important if we are to 
comply with the ILO Treaty. 

While there are no concrete 
cases of child labor on Aruba, 
there are isolated incidents of 
children working. There are 
children who are not attending 
school because the mother has 
to work and the child(ren) must 
remain at home to care for 
other member of the family.

There are also cases where 
children stay on until late 
working in supermarkets. 
Many times these are children 
in family owned businesses 
and other similar situations. 

With respect to the other 
forms of child labor; there are 
very few reported cases. But 
there are a few instances where 
parents have allowed their 
daughters to work as prostiti- 
tutes for money to help pay 


bills. However, because child 
labor is not a matter that we are 
cognizant of, these cases re¬ 
main unreported or not regis¬ 
tered as child labor situations. 

The Minister is convinced 
that it is high time that the 
Aruban community be tho¬ 
roughly informed about this 
particular Treaty and of all the 
ramifications of child labor. 
This way we can prevent all 
forms of child labor. All child 


labor cases should be reported 
to the Department of Labor, 
Public Prosecutor, Fundacion 
Respetami or others. The gov¬ 
ernment considers any breach 
of this Treaty to be very seri¬ 
ous and will take appropriate 
and severe action against any 
such situation in our comunity. 
We must do everything possi¬ 
ble to protect our children from 
any form of chid labor.

UN resolution on Iran Saudi presses Syria on Arab 

rights gets record votes League plan

US college suspends police chief in 
pepper spray row 



UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The UN General Assembly 
yesterday passed an annual 
resolution condemning human 
rights abuses in Iran with a 
record number of votes in sup¬ 
port. The assembly also passed 
resolutions condemning hu¬ 
man rights in North Korea and 
Myanmar. All received record 
high backing. 

The Iran vote came only 
three days after the General 
Assembly condemned an al¬ 
leged plot to assassinate the 
Saudi Arabian ambassador to 
Washington — a plot which the 
United States accuses Iran of 
masterminding. 

The 193-member assembly 
passed the resolution con¬

Cuba to let farmers to sell Hugh Grant, girl's parents make new 
directly to hotels hacking claims 


HAVANA (AFP) - Cuban 
farmers will be allowed to sell 
their crops directly to hotels 
and other tourist enterprises for 
the first time in decades under 
a reform that goes into effect 
next month, state media said 
yesterday. 

The reform, part of an over¬ 
haul of Cuba's Soviet-style 
economy, also allows farmers 
to take their products to market 
themselves. 

Currently, a state-run entity 
has a monopoly on the sale and 
distribution of agricultural pro¬ 
duce, setting prices and pro¬ 
duction volumes at the start of 
each harvest. 

The system has led to com¬ 
plaints over the years that 
crops were slow to reach mar¬ 
ket and rotted along the way 
due to inefficient marketing 
and distribution. 

Granma, the official com¬

BOGOTA (AFP) - Colombian 
authorities have arrested 14 
members of a criminal gang 
wanted in the United States on 
drug trafficking charges, the 
police said yesterday.

direct sales have been autho¬ 
rized in resolutions issued by 
the central bank and the min¬ 
istries of finance and prices, 
agriculture and tourism.

On a dramatic first day of 
evidence in Britain's phone¬ 
hacking probe, the parents of 
murdered schoolgirl Milly 
Dowler also said Murdoch's 
News of the World gave them 
false hope that she was alive 
by deleting some of her mes¬ 
sages. 

Grant, best known for his 
comic roles in films like "Not- 
ting Hill," accused the Mail on 
Sunday newspaper of running 
a false story on his relationship 
with socialite Jemima Khan in 
2007 that he believed had been 
obtained by hacking. 

In a bravura performance 
before the judge-led inquiry, 
which was televised live, 
Grant urged Britons to stand 
up to the "cowardly" behaviour 
of what he called the "privacy- 
invasion industry." 

"Most shocking is that this 
has been allowed to go on for 
so long with no one putting 
their hand up and saying stop," 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Nicaragua yesterday rejected a 
report by an international ob¬ 
server mission criticizing its 
presidential election, charging 
it was part of a US plot to 
destabilize its leftist govern¬ 
ment. 

Nicaraguan Ambassador 
Dennis Moncada called it "un¬ 
acceptable and reprehensible 
that some members of the 
OAS mission that followed the 
election provided false infor¬ 
mation helping those who 
want to destabilize Nicaragua."

Two killed in

"When we found the vic¬ 
tims, they were already 
dead," paramedic Abdul 
Majid told Detik.com news 
portal outside the stadium. 

The two men wearing In¬ 
donesian red-and-white foot¬ 
ball team T-shirts were taken 
to hospital at 8:30 pm, around 
90 minutes after the stam¬ 
pede broke out. 

Local media reported that 
several other spectators had 
been taken to hospital, inclu¬ 
ding a nine-year-old boy who 
had fallen into a coma.

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34 million living with HIV 
after treatment 
'gamechanger 1 : UN 



GENEVA (AFP) - A signifi¬ 
cant expansion in access to 
treatment helped slash the 
number of AIDS-related 
deaths in 2010, bringing the 
number of people living with 
HIV to a record 34 million, the 
United Nations said Monday. 

"We are on the verge of a 
significant breakthrough in the 
AIDS response,” said Michel 
Sidibe, executive director of 
UN AIDS. ’’New HIV infec¬ 
tions continue to fall and more 
people than ever are starting 
treatment,” he noted. 

Speaking to journalists in 
Berlin for the presentation of 
the report, Sidibe hailed what 
he called a ’’game-changing 
year.” 

’’For the first time we are 
able to demonstrate that if you 
put people early on treatment 
you can reduce the number of 
new infections,” he said. 

About half of those eligible 
for treatment are now receiv¬ 
ing it, with the most dramatic 
improvement in access seen in 
sub-Saharan Africa, which 
recorded a 20-percent jump in 
people undergoing treatment 
between 2009 and 2010. 

As a result of better access 
to healthcare, the number of 
AIDS-related deaths was also 
falling, said UNAIDS, the UN 
agency spearheading the inter¬ 


national campaign 

against the disease. 

In 2010, 1.8 million 
deaths were linked to 
AIDS, down from a 
peak of 2.2 million last 
seen in 2006. 

”An estimated 

700,000 AIDS-related 
deaths were estimated 
to have been averted in 
2010 alone,” added the 
UN agency. 

Not only is treat¬ 
ment helping to pre¬ 
vent new AIDS-related 
deaths but it is also 
contributing to a drop 
in new HIV infections. 

Patients undergoing care 
were less likely to infect oth¬ 
ers, as prevention programmes 
coupled with treatments were 
proving effective. 

Modelling data suggests 
that ’’the number of new HIV 
infections is 30 to 50 percent 
lower now than it would have 
been in the absence of univer¬ 
sal access to treatment for eli¬ 
gible people living with HIV.” 

In Namibia for instance, 
where treatment access 
reached an all-time high of 90 
percent and condom use rose 
to 75 percent among men, the 
combined impact contributed 
to a 60 percent drop in new in¬ 
fections by 2010, noted UN¬ 
AIDS. 

”1 want to say this report is 
clearly showing that even in 
those difficult period (three 
years of financial crisis) we are 
still having a result: we have 
more and more countries 
which are reducing the number 
of new infections,” said 
Sidibe. 

The UN agency added that 
the full preventive impact of 
treatment was likely to be seen 
in the next five years, as more 
countries reach high levels of 
treatment coverage. 

"The massive increases in 
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the numbers of people receiv¬ 
ing treatment in South Africa 
between 2009 and 2010, for 
example, are likely to be re¬ 
flected in substantially fewer 
new infections in the near fu¬ 
ture,” it said. 

UNAIDS assessed that even 
if the AIDS epidemic is not 
over, ’’the end may be in sight 
if countries invest smartly.” 

”In the next five years, 
smart investments can propel 
the AIDS response towards 
achieving the vision of zero 
new HIV infections, zero dis¬ 
crimination and zero AIDS-re¬ 
lated deaths,” it said. 

However, the turning point 
is coming at a time when in¬ 
dustrialised nations' public 
budgets are being squeezed 
and translating to less interna¬ 
tional funding for the AIDS re¬ 
sponse. 

Medical charity Medecins 
Sans Frontieres urged govern¬ 
ments to keep up their funding. 

"Never, in more than a 
decade of treating people liv¬ 
ing with HIV/AIDS, have we 
been at such a promising mo¬ 
ment to really turn this epi¬ 
demic around,” said Tido von 
Schoen-Angerer, who heads 
MSF's access campaign. 

"Governments in some of 
the hardest hit countries want 
to act on the science, seize this 
moment and reverse the AIDS 
epidemic. But this means 
nothing if there's no money to 
make it happen.” 
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Ukraine rights envoy 
raises alarm over 
Tymoshenko health 


KIEV (AFP) - Jailed Ukrainian 
opposition leader Yulia Ty¬ 
moshenko has "extremely seri¬ 
ous” health problems and needs 
medical treatment outside of 
prison, the country's human 
rights envoy said Monday. 

Rights ombudsman Nina 
Karpacheva said she visited 
Tymoshenko in her Kiev 
prison cell on Sunday night 
and was shocked to discover 
that the 50-year-old former 
premier was too weak to get 
out of bed. 

"Her condition is extremely 
serious. She could not get out 
of bed when talking to me,” 
Karpacheva said in comments 
released by her office. 

Karpacheva however could 
not say what was wrong with 
Tymoshenko because it was a 
"medical secret”, her press 
service added. 


Senegal poor pay more 
than rich for water: UN 
envoy 


DAKAR (AFP) - Those living 
in Senegal's poor, cramped 
suburbs who have no running 
water at home can pay up to 
four times more for water than 
rich households, a United Na¬ 
tions water and sanitation ex¬ 
pert said Monday. 

UN special envoy Catarina 
de Albuquerque, speaking to 
journalists after a seven-day 
mission in Senegal, urged the 
west African nation to boost 
investment in water and sani¬ 
tation, as current budgetary al¬ 
locations are ''insufficient”. 

"Some families who fetch 
their water from street foun¬ 
tains spend up to 20 percent of 
their monthly income on water 
services” while the interna¬ 
tionally accepted standard is 
between three and seven per¬ 
cent, said De Albuquerque, a 
Portuguese national. 


This takes money away 
from spending on other priori¬ 
ties such as health and educa¬ 
tion. 

She noted however that 
"considerable efforts” made by 
Senegal in recent years had al¬ 
lowed the country to provide 
87.2 percent of the country 
with running water in 2010 
compared to 69 percent in 
2008. 

Alhaji Dieng, an official 
from the Senegalese Water 
Company said water coverage 
in urban areas is 98.5 percent, 
with street fountains providing 
for 12.2 percent of this figure. 

Africa's westernmost state, 
Senegal is also one of the con¬ 
tinent's most stable govern¬ 
ments, however poverty is 
widespread and unemploy¬ 
ment hovers at around 48 per¬ 
cent. 


Tymoshenko was jailed last 
month for seven years for 
abuse of power in a verdict 
that shocked the West and 
dented Ukraine's hopes of one 
day joining the European 
Union. She has been in prison 
since August 5. 

The one-time Orange Rev¬ 
olution leader frequently com¬ 
plained of various medical 
ailments during her trial and 
her true state of health has al¬ 
ways remained an explosive 
political issue. 

The Ukrainian prison serv¬ 
ice announced on November 7 
that Tymoshenko had become 
partially incapacitated after 
sustaining a back injury "due 
to her own imprudence”. 

The parliamentary ombuds¬ 
man said it was unacceptable 
that Tymoshenko was now 
being interrogated by investi¬ 
gators in her jail cell, a circum¬ 
stance she said had not 
occurred in Ukraine since the 
fall of the USSR. 

Tymoshenko was originally 
sentenced on October 11 for 
abuse of authority for agreeing 
gas contracts with Russia in 
2009 that the authorities say 
sustained huge losses to the 
budget. 

She has since also been 
charged with a number of fi¬ 
nancial crimes in a separate 
case related to her work as an 
energy boss in the 1990s.

Climate change: Factfile on 
the scientific evidence 



PARIS (AFP) - Following is a 
scientific evidence for global 
warming and its impacts 
ahead of the November 28- 
December 9 UN climate talks 
in Durban, South Africa. 

Except where stated, the 
source is the Fourth Assess¬ 
ment Report published by the 
UN's Intergovernmental Panel 
on Climate Change (IPCC) in 
2007. 

— Evidence of global warm¬ 
ing is "unequivocal", with a 
more than 90-percent proba¬ 
bility that humans are largely 
responsible. The main culprit 
is greenhouse gas from fossil 
fuels, which traps solar heat in 
the atmosphere, warming 
Earth's surface. 

— Levels of carbon dioxide 
(C02) have risen by around a 
third since pre-industrial times 
and are now at their highest in 
650,000 years. They surged by 
2.3 parts per million (ppm) be¬ 
tween 2009 and 2010, accord¬ 
ing to the World 
Meteorological Organisation 
(WMO). This was higher than 
the average for the 1990s (1.5 
pppm) and in the past decade 
(2.0 ppm). 

— Between 1990 and 2010, 


there has been a 29 
percent increase in 
"radiative forcing", 
meaning the warm¬ 
ing effect on our 
climate system, the 
WMO said. C02 in 
the atmosphere will 
linger for decades 
to come, adding to 
warming even if all 
emissions stopped 
tomorrow. 

- Since 1900, sea 
level has risen by 
10-20 centimetres 
(four to eight 
inches). Global av¬ 
erage surface tem¬ 
perature has risen by 0.8 
degrees Celsius (1.44 degrees 
Fahrenheit). Average tempera¬ 
tures above land have risen far 
faster, by 0.91 C (1.64 F) since 
the mid-20th century, accord¬ 
ing to the Berkeley Earth Sur¬ 
face Temperature Project. 

— Climate change is already 
visible in sea-level rise, loss of 
alpine glaciers and snow 
cover, shrinking Arctic sum¬ 
mer sea ice, thawing per¬ 
mafrost and poleward 
migration of many animals 
and plants towards cooler 
habitats. 

— By 2100, "best estimates" 
for the rise in global average 
surface temperatures run from 
2.4-4.0 C (4.3-7.8 F) depend¬ 
ing on fossil-fuel use. These 
figures also mask big varia¬ 
tions, according to region and 
country. 

- In 2007, the IPCC pro¬ 
jected sea levels will rise by at 
least 18 cms (7.2 inches) by 
2100. Since then, many studies 
point to the risk of meltoff 
from the Greenland and West 
Antarctic ice sheets. Most ex¬ 
perts now say a one-metre (39- 
inch) increase is plausible. 


— 20-30 percent of plant and 
animal species are threatened 
with extinction if average 
global temperatures increase 
by 1.5-2.5 C (2.7-4.5 F) com¬ 
pared to the average tempera¬ 
ture during the two last 
decades of the 20th century. 

— In Africa, by 2020, up to 
75 to 250 million people will 
be exposed to increased water 
stress. Yields from rain-fed 
agriculture in some African 
countries could be reduced by 
up to 50 percent. Desert-like 
areas could expand by five to 
eight percent by 2080. 

— In Asia, available fresh 
water will decrease by mid¬ 
century. Coastal mega-deltas 
will be at risk from flooding 
due to rising seas. Mortality 
due to diseases associated with 
floods and droughts will in¬ 
crease. 

— Extreme weather events 
such as heatwaves, droughts 
and rainstorms are likely to be¬ 
come more frequent and/or in¬ 
tensive, according to an IPCC 
special report published on 
November 18. 

- Stabilising emissions at 
445-535 ppm of C02 equiva¬ 
lent would limit the overall rise 
in global warming since pre¬ 
industrial times to 2.0-2.8 C 
(3.6-5.0 F). Concentrations are 
currently 389 ppm. A level of 
450 ppm corresponds roughly 
to the target of 2.0 C (3.6 F) 
embraced at the UN climate 
talks in Cancun in 2010. 

— Countries have to close a 
C02 "gigatonne gap" to meet 
the 2.0 C (3.6 F) target. Re¬ 
searchers at the Institute for 
Atmospheric and Climate Sci¬ 
ence at ETH Zurich calculate 
emissions would have to fall 
by 8.5 percent by 2020 com¬ 
pared to 2010 and then con¬ 
tinue to decline. 
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Scanners could reduce number of autopsies - study

PARIS (AFP) - Hi-tech med¬ 
ical scanners could be used to 
probe causes of death, reduc¬ 
ing the need for invasive au¬ 
topsies that can upset bereaved 
families, a study published in 
The Lancet on Tuesday says. 

In Britain, post-mortems 
are ordered in about a fifth of 
deaths, notably where crime is 
suspected. The procedure has 


changed little over the past 
century, entailing evisceration 
and then dissection of the 
major organs. 

Keen to find whether a non- 
invasive alternative could be 
used, researchers tested fre¬ 
quency magnetic resonance 
imaging (fMRI) and computed 
tomography (CT) scanners in 
182 adult deaths where the 


corpse was afterwards given 
an autopsy. 

Autopsy was not needed in 
a third of cases that had been 
imaged by fMRI and in half of 
the cases imaged by CT, ac¬ 
cording to the study. 

However, the scanners were 
not perfect. 

They failed to spot, or mis- 
attributed, more than two 
dozen cases of heart disease as 
well as several dozen cases of 
embolism, pneumonia and 
intra-abdominal lesions. 

Screening by scanners 
could identify some of the 
major causes of death and thus 
make some autopsies unneces¬ 
sary, the paper suggests. 


It could also identify sus¬ 
pect lesions that would enable 
pathologists to carry out only 
a minimal dissection to pin¬ 
point the cause of death. 

"When radiologists are con¬ 
fident that the cause of death 
on imaging is definite, the dis¬ 
crepancy rate between the ra¬ 
diological and autopsy 
diagnoses is lower and might 
be acceptable from a medico¬ 
legal point of view," says the 
study, headed by Ian Roberts, 
a professor of pathology at the 
John Radcliffe Hospital in Ox¬ 
ford. 

But several practical hur¬ 
dles must be overcome before 
any screening becomes rou¬ 


tine. 

Scanners — diagnostic tools 
that get cross-sectional or 3-D 
images of internal organs — 
are very expensive and require 
specialist training to operate 
them and interpret their re¬ 
sults. 

"Autopsy is regarded as the 
gold standard for diagnosis," 
said James Underwood of the 
University of Sheffield in a 
commentary. 

"Post-mortem imaging can¬ 
not yet be regarded as a uni¬ 
versal substitute for autopsy; it 
is one of several methods 
available for determining the 
cause of death."

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Ex-AIG chief sues US for $25 bn 
over takeover 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Former American Interna¬ 
tional Group chief Maurice 
’’Hank” Greenberg yesterday 
sued the US government for 
$25 billion over the takeover 
of AIG at the height of the fi¬ 
nancial crisis in 2008. 

In a class action suit, 
Greenberg alleged that AIG 
shareholders lost most of 
their investments when the 
government unnecessarily 
took over AIG rather than 
just aiding it financially for 
what the lawsuit said was a 
’’temporary liqui-dity” prob¬ 
lem. 

The lawsuit by Green¬ 
berg’s Starr International 
Company charged the US 
discriminated against AIG 
and its shareholders, because 
it had given liquidity support 
to other large financial insti¬ 
tutions rather than taking 


them over at the time. 

’’The government’s taking 
of control over AIG and of 
AIG equity was deliberately 
disparate and discriminatory 
to the government’s treatment 
of others similarly situated,” 
said the suit. 

”By deliberately and sys¬ 
tematically treating the com¬ 
mon stock shareholders diffe¬ 
rently from others similarly 
situated without a rational 
basis for the difference in 
treatment, the government 
also acted in violation of the 
equal protection rights of 
AIG common shareholders,” 
it said. 

Filed in the US Federal 
Claims Court in Washington, 
DC, the suit said the bailout, 
which involved some $140 
billion in investment, loans 
and guarantees from the US 
Treasury and the Federal Re¬ 


serve, unnecessarily wiped 
out 80 percent of the value of 
investors’ shares in AIG. 

It asked for damages of 
not less than $25 billion, 
equal to the value of the 
shares the government re¬ 
ceived in AIG, based on the 
$45.24 share price on January 
14, 2011. 

The Federal Reserve 
stepped in to rescue AIG on 
September 16, 2008, after the 
company’s share price hit a 
low of $1.25. 

Greenberg ran AIG for 
nearly four decades, building 
it into the world’s largest in¬ 
surer with a powerful global 
network before he was forced 
out as chief executive and 
chairman in 2005, when the 
company was hit with an in¬ 
vestigation into accounting 
fraud. 


WTO cuts 2011 world export growth 
forecast to 5.8% 


GENEVA (AFP) - The World 
Trade Organization yesterday 
cut its forecast for growth in 
exports this year to 5.8 percent 
due to the worsening outlook 
for the global economy. 

’’The outlook for the global 
economy has worsened con¬ 
siderably in recent months,” 
WTO director Pascal Lamy 
said in his annual report, and 
called for renewed efforts to 
break down trade barriers. 

’’Global activity is slowing 
down... World trade has grown 
more slowly than expected in 
recent months,” the report 
added. 

The WTO reduced its fore¬ 
cast for world export growth in 
2011 to 5.8 percent from an 
earlier estimate of 6.5 percent. 

Developed economies’ ex¬ 
ports are now expected to rise 
by 3.7 percent rather than 4.5 
percent, and those from deve¬ 
loping countries by 8.5 percent 
instead of 9.5 percent.

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”In a context of greater eco¬ 
nomic uncertainty and rising 
global risks, it is all the more 
important that the process of 
global trade opening contin¬ 
ues,” said Lamy. 

WTO members have been 
labouring for a decade over 
further trade liberalisation in 
the Doha round of talks, with 
industrialised and developing 


nations failing to agree on the 
level of cuts on industrial good 
tariffs and agriculture subsi¬ 
dies. 

The report noted a growing 
perception that trade protec¬ 
tionism is gaining ground in 
some parts of the world, but 
said the introduction of new re¬ 
strictive measures had actually 
fell. 


Indian rupee in striking 
distance of all-time low 


MUMBAI (AFP) - India’s 
mpee yesterday was in striking 
distance of its all-time low 
against the dollar as fears 
about eurozone debt and a 
slowing economy boosted de¬ 
mand for the US currency. 

The Indian unit plunged to 
a 32-and-a-half-month low of 
below 52 rupees to the dollar 
level, losing nearly a rupee or 
1.58 percent against the US 
currency. 

Forex dealers said the 
rupee’s fall was due to in¬ 
vestors fleeing riskier emer¬ 
ging market and eurozone 
assets, increasing demand for 
the dollar which is seen as a 
safe haven in times of crisis. 

But dealers added that the 
rupee’s fall had been exacer¬ 
bated by the finance ministry's 
comments yesterday that the 
Reserve Bank of India had 
only a "limited” ability to ar¬ 
rest the partially convertible 
currency's slide. 


The rupee ended the day to 
settle at 52.15/16 rupees 
against the dollar, just shy of 
its lowest level of 52.20 rupees 
to the dollar hit on March 2, 
2009 during the previous 
global financial crisis. 

The rupee has tumbled by 
more than four percent against 
the dollar in the past six trad¬ 
ing days alone. 

The Reserve Bank of India 
was believed to have inter¬ 
vened in the market, according 
to the Press Trust of India, 
buying dollars to try to brake 
the rupee's fall, but there was 
no comment from the central 
bank. 

The falling rupee is bad 
news for India, pushing up the 
price of imports and aggrava¬ 
ting inflation which is running 
at near double digits. Thirteen 
rate hikes have slowed India's 
economic growth but made lit¬ 
tle dent in price rises.

$1.2 bn missing at failed 
broker MF Global 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Some 
$1.2 billion appears to be miss¬ 
ing from the customer ac¬ 
counts of failed US broker MF 
Global, the liquidator of the 
company said yesterday. 

That was about double 
early estimates of missing 
client funds when the broker, 
run by Wall Street high-flyer 
Jon Corzine, collapsed last 
month after making huge bad 
bets on European sovereign 
debt. 

Liquidation trustee James 
Giddens said that so far he had 
recovered $3.7 billion to be re¬ 
turned to clients since MF 
Global filed for bankruptcy on 
October 31. 

But he said there was an 


"apparent shortfall” in funds 
that the broker's management 
should have segregated in cus¬ 
tomer accounts of $1.2 billion 
"or more”. 

According to media reports 
since the bankruptcy filing, 
regulators are concerned that 
MF Global management may 
have tapped customer accounts 
for money to shore up the 
company's own finances as 
worried lenders pulled in credit 
lines in its final weeks. 

Last Thursday the Wall 
Street Journal reported that 
high-profile federal attorneys 
in New York and Chicago have 
issued subpoenas in their in¬ 
vestigations into the broker's 
collapse. 


Portugal sees worsening 
economic outlook for 2012 


LISBON (AFP) - Portugal’s 
economy is expected to shrink 
by 3.0 percent in 2012, a 
bleaker outlook than the previ¬ 
ous estimate of 2.8 percent, the 
country's finance minister said 
yesterday. The new forecast 
tallies with that of the Euro¬ 
pean Commission. 

Finance Minister Vitor Gas- 
par, however, said this year's 
recession would be slightly 
less severe than initially fore¬ 
cast, with a contraction of 1.6 
percent instead of a predicted 
1.9 percent. 

Gaspar told colleagues in 


parliament to expect "...a better 
economic performance in 2011 
but a greater downturn in 
2012.” 

The revised assessment fol¬ 
lows newly released figures 
from Portugal's national statis¬ 
tics department. 

Portugal has seen its GDP 
drop since the last quarter of 
2010. Its economy contracted 
by 0.4 percent in the third 
quarter of 2011. 

The revised numbers 
should have no significant im¬ 
pact on the 2012 budget, how¬ 
ever, Gaspar added.

"From what we have 
learned so far there was an ar¬ 
gument between the two 
brothers over loud music 
being played," she added. 

"An investigation is under¬ 
way to determine exactly 
what happened. "It was the 
victim's girlfriend who 
alerted the police." 

Bom in Haarlem near Am¬ 
sterdam, Halman signed up 
with the Mariners in 2004 and 
played his first Major League 
baseball game for the west 
coast-based team last year, 
Halman also played in the 
Dutch Pro League and was 
part of the gold medal winning 
Dutch squad at the 2007 Euro¬ 
pean Championship. 

Major League Baseball 
Players Association president 
Michael Weiner said in a state¬ 
ment that the union was 
"deeply saddened" to leam of 
Halman's death. 

Leading baseball magazine 
"Baseball America regards 
him as the 57th greatest base¬ 
ball talent at the moment and 
the greatest talent for the Seat¬ 
tle Mariners.

Ferrer shocks Murray at Tour Finals

LONDON (AFP) - Spain's 
David Ferrer dented Andy 
Murray's hopes of winning the 
ATP World Tour Finals on 
home turf in London with a 6- 
4, 7-5 victory over the world 
number three on Monday. 

Ferrer, ranked fifth in the 
world, had lost his last four 
meetings with Murray but he 
overwhelmed the Scot with 
some impressive baseline play 
to set the pace in Group A. 

Murray had won all five of 
his previous encounters with 
Ferrer on hard courts, includ¬ 
ing a victory in the recent 
Shanghai final that capped the 


Scot's triumphant Asian tour. 

Since losing to Rafael 
Nadal in the US Open semi-fi¬ 
nals, Murray has won 17 of his 
18 matches, a remarkable run 
that brought him titles in Thai¬ 
land, Japan and China and 
lifted him above Roger Fed- 
erer to third place in the world 
rankings. 

But he appeared hindered 
by a leg injury from midway 
through the first set at the 02 
Arena and was never at ease as 
Ferrer's fierce competitive in¬ 
stincts kept him off balance. 

Murray didn't help his cause 
with 44 unforced errors and he 


will need to improve signifi¬ 
cantly if he is to qualify for the 
semi-final from a group that 
also includes world number 
one Novak Djokovic and for¬ 
mer Wimbledon finalist Tomas 
Berdych. 

"I'm sorry for the people 
and for Andy as he is a good 
friend but I'm happy to win the 
first game here in London," 
Ferrer said. 

Murray, watched by friend 
and former heavyweight cham¬ 
pion David Haye, landed an 
early blow as he broke in the 
third game when Ferrer sent a 
forehand into the net. 

But Ferrer, a finalist in this 
event back in 2006, hasn't be¬ 
come a mainstay in the top 10 
without a ferocious competi¬ 
tive streak of his own and, 
aided by three Murray errors, 
he broke straight back in the 
next game. 

Another break point slipped 
through Murray's grasp at 4-4 
and he was made to pay as 
Ferrer took the set. 

The Scot saved one set 
point at 4-5 but couldn't repel 
the second as a miscued fore¬ 
hand — one of a host of un¬ 
characteristic mistakes from 


Murray — drifted wide. 

Murray called for a medical 
time-out to get treatment on 
his left leg during the break be¬ 
tween sets. 

If his body was feeling the 
strain, Murray got the perfect 
balm with a break in the open¬ 
ing game of the second set 
after Ferrer carelessly netted 
on break-point. 

Once again, the tenacious 
Ferrer responded impressively 
and secured a break of his own 
to level at 2-2. 


Murray's movement still 
seemed slightly restricted by 
his injury, but he found enough 
rhythm to break Ferrer for a 4- 
3 lead. 

That advantage swiftly dis¬ 
appeared as Ferrer, playing 
with real aggression from the 
baseline, broke back in the 
next game. 

Murray just didn't have any 
answer to Ferrer's metronomic 
consistency and the Spaniard 
closed out the match with the 
decisive break at 5-6.

Packers stay perfect by beating fines

GREEN BAY (AFP) - Green 
Bay’s Aaron Rodgers threw 
three touchdown passes and 
the Packers remained the Na¬ 
tional Football League's only 
undefeated team with a 35-26 
triumph over visiting Tampa 
Bay on Sunday. 

Rogers connected with 
Jordy Nelson on a 40-yard 
touchdown pass with 2:55 re¬ 
maining to secure the victory, 
which improved the Packers to 
10-0. The Buccaneers, who 
suffered their fourth loss in a 
row, fell to 4-6. 

Rodgers threw for 299 
yards and also had 5-yard 
touchdown passes in the sec¬ 
ond quarter to Tom Crabtree 
and Nelson to help give the 
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Packers a 21-10 half-time lead. 

But Josh Freeman threw for 
342 yards and two fourth- 
quarter touchdowns for Tampa 
Bay, which kept the pressure 
on Green Bay until the final 
minutes. 

The Packers have little time 
to enjoy the victory as they 
will travel to Detroit for a 
game on Thursday, the Ameri¬ 
can Thanksgiving holiday. 

Detroit rallied at home to 
beat Carolina 49-35 with 
Matthew Stafford completing 
28-of-36 passes for 335 yards 
and five touchdowns, the last 
of them a 7-yarder to Brandon 
Pettigrew with 2:32 to play for 
the go-ahead score. 

Carolina's Cam Newton 
surrendered the last of his four 
interceptions on the next play 
from scrimmage and the Lions 
scored the final points on a 19- 
yard Kevin Smith run to seal 
the victory. 


The Lions, 7-3, became the 
first NFL team in more than 60 
years to win three times in one 
season after trailing by 17 or 
more points. 

San Francisco, second 
overall in the NFL this season 
to Green Bay, kept pace with 
the Packers, improving to 9-1 
with a 23-7 home victory over 
Arizona. The 49ers have the 
largest division lead, five 
games over Seattle in the NFC 
West. 

Alex Smith threw two 
touchdown passes in the third 
quarter and David Akers 
kicked three first-half field 
goals to spark the 49ers. 

Matt Moore threw three 
touchdown passes to power 
host Miami over Buffalo 35-8 
for the Dolphins' third win in a 
row after an 0-7 start. 

The Bills dropped their 
third game in a row and also 
lost NFL rushing leader Fred 


Jackson in the third quarter 
with a leg injury. 

Another NFL loser suffered 
a major injury to a running 
back on Sunday as host Min¬ 
nesota fell 27-21 to Oakland 
and played without Adrian Pe¬ 
terson for most of the game 
after he left with a second- 
quarter injury to his left ankle. 

Carson Palmer threw for 164 
yards and a touchdown while 
Michael Bush rushed for 109 
yards and a touchdown for Oak¬ 
land, which improved to 6-4. 

But the Raiders suffered a 
scare of their own when re¬ 
ceiver Darrius Fteyward-Bey 
was carted off the field with a 
neck injury. He was moving 
his limbs after the game, 
Raiders coach Hue Jackson 
said."He's going to be fine," 
Jackson said. "But obviously 
we have to take all the precau¬ 
tionary measures to make 
sure." 

Joe Flacco threw for 270 
yards and two touchdowns 
while Ray Rice ran for 104 
yards and two touchdowns to 
power Baltimore past Cincin¬ 
nati 31-24, allowing the host 
Ravens to take a share of the 
AFC North division lead at 7-3. 


Dan Bailey kicked a 39- 
yard field goal 9:21 into over¬ 
time to give Dallas a 27-24 
victory at Washington, lifting 
the Cowboys to 6-4 while the 
Redskins fell to 3-7 with their 
sixth loss in a row, their 
longest win drought since 
1998. 

Dallas moved into a share 
of the NFC East lead when the 
New York Giants fell to 6-4 
after losing 17-10 to the 
Philadelphia Eagles. 

Philadelphia's Vince Young 
flipped an 8-yard touchdown 
pass to Riley Cooper with 2:45 
to play to cap an 18-play drive 
and provide the winning 
points. 

Chicago's Jay Cutler threw 
for 286 yards and two touch¬ 
downs to spark the Bears to 
their fifth win in a row, a 31 - 
20 triumph over visiting San 
Diego that stretched the 
Chargers' losing streak to five 
games. 

In other games, Cleveland 
edged Jacksonville 14-10, 
Seattle beat St. Louis 24-7 and 
Atlanta defeated Tennessee
